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THE WAR AGAINST THE WHISKY
RING,
Tur proceedings connected with the arrest
and prosecution of the Brooks assassins are
not to be judged by ordinary judicial rules,
and there are specinl reasons for caution and
soverity in every ramification of these onses
which rarely exist, The whisky ring is a com-
bination of the most infamous and dangerons
character, It is st onoe the enmemy of the
Government snd of every honest citizen. It
aims to cheat the nation of ita revenues, thus
incroasing the burthens of tax-payers, and at
the same time to swell its coffers by exacting
from the consumers of its vile componnds a
large portion, if not all, of the sum doe to
the National Treéasury. Emboldened by many
gnceesses, and infuriated at the rapid sup-
pression of its nefarious system of operations
which has occurred during the present year, il
has, after repeated perpetrations of nearly evory
other erime in the ecalendar, at last resorted
to the desperate and dastardly measmre of at-
tempting to assassinate a vigilant national
detective officer. It no doubt designed Lo
follow wup s first success in  this
species of wickedness until every faithful
guardian of the interests of the nation was
overawed, and the rule was established that
uo man could dare to brave the whisky lion
in his den except on instant peril of his life.
Men connected with such combinations and
animated by such purposes rise far above the
level of ordinnry criminals, and while they
deserve unusually severe punishment, it is at
the same time necessary that extraordinary
vigilance and severity shonld be displayed in
the management of judiciul proceedings
againgt them, The city teems with their
satellites, Vast smns of money will be readily
furnished to find na loophole of escape,
Junning lawyers will be employed, wherever
bribery can be successfully resorted to it will
be tried, and every offensive and defensive
weapon which experienced criminals employ
in their warfare against justice will be frecly
used. The proceedings up to this time afford
an indiention of what may be expected here-
after. The andacity of the attempted assassi-
nation, in open day, in a store on one of the
husiest thoroughfares of the cily, the skill
with which detection and pursuit were tem-
porarily evaded, the coolness of the eriminals
in luxuriating at an obscure watering place on
the wages of their iniquity, the attempts to
rescue them at New York by the friendly aid
of the Judge of that city who has gained an
unenviable notoriety for his partiality to eri-
winals. and the obstacles thrown in the way
of a vigorous prosecution of the prisoners
here, all combine indicate
Lhat a desperate confliet with these dangerons
enemies of society is impending. It isa
gratifying feature of this confliet, however,
that the Mayor and the frustworthy portion
of bhis police force, the Distriet Attorney and
his assistaunts, and Judge Ludlow, have ull
displayed an invinecible determiuation to con-

to

duot the campaign against these eriminals |

vigorously. The Mayor and his deteclives
deserve great praise for the skill and courvage
displayed in working up this case; the District
Attorney is evidently fully alive to its impor-
tance; and the aetion of Judge Ludlow, in de-
ciding that he wonld not take less than w20, 000
bail in any of these cases, will be warmly
applanded by the honest portion of the com-
wonity, It is to the intorest of every good |
citizen that the campaign thus begun |
shonld be prosecuted wuntil not only the
subordinate tools and the hired assassins,
but their backers, are brought to justico
It is not only necessary that the active crimi-
nils should be safely housed for an extended
teru in the penitentiary, but it is very desiva-
ble that the richer knaves who, from a com-
paratively safe base of operations, plauned
this iniquitous erime, should also ba convicted
and imprisoned. These rascals have escapad
punishment too long, but as the tone of pnb-
lic sentiment in regard (o evasions of the |
revenue laws is rapidly improving, at the
same time that great indignation against all
the nuthors and abettors of the late ontrage
prevails, the prosent moment is espocially
favorable to a decisive demonstration against |
the worst members of the whisky ring in
this city. A powerful blow of this chavacter
will be worth millions of dollars to the na-
tional Tressury; it will purify the moral
atmosphere more than o hundrad convictions
of ordinary ecriminals; and it will also teach
all wuom it may concern that the cowardly
Venetian oustom of hiring bravos to commit
murdor cannot be established in Philadelplia,

THE APPROACHING ELECITONS.
Tursvay next will be a field-day for the poli-
ticians. Pennsylvania, Ohio, and lowa hold
their elections on that day, each State elect-
ing a Governor and other Slate officers, as
well as members of the Legislature, The
political complexion of Iowa is so decidedly
Republican that but little interest attaches to
the contest in that State. Ciovernor Mevrill
will, a8 a matter of course, be re-elected by
an overwhelming majority, and the State
Legislature will be as one-sided ns the handle
of an old-fashioned jug, ensuring the elsotion
to the United States Senate of the Hon, James
F. Wilson, recently a member of the lower
Louse of Congress, in (he place of the Hon.
James W, Grimes, who has resigned, althongh
his full term does not expire until Maveh |,
1871,

In Ohio an earnest and bitter contest is
boing wigeld over the Legislatare, of which

the Domoorats had control last year by a
small majority, despite the large Republican
majority in the State at large. There ia but
little doubt that Pendleton and his repundia-
tion policy will be repudiated by the people,
by the re.election of Governor Hayes. But
the Democracy are putting forth their
strongest offorts to retain control of the
Legislature, in order to prevent the ratifion-
tion of the proposed fifteenth amendment to
the Federal Constitution. The Republicans,
however, are qnite ax earnest and active, and
appear to be not only detormined to sucesed,
but confident of snocess.

With the state of the ennvass in this State,
and in the eity of Philadelphia, our readers
bave been kept posted from day to day. Aside
from the usnal interest involved in the con-
test, the practioal working of the new Rogis-
try law will be thoroughly tested, whatever
may be the result, and the manney in which it
operntes will be looked for with unusual anx.
iety. Elsewhere we publish to.day the names
of the eandidates in the three Btates which
hold their elections on Tuesday, together
with the votes of past yenrs. 'T'his article will
be found very useful for reference, not ounly
to the politician, but to every voter who
takes an interest in the resultat the approach-

ing contests at the polls.
